With 5t« motto ".MIn iation of 
Human Suffering" and a >'ation- 
al objective of f;î,OO0.O0O, ths 
Red Cross ycstetviay began its 
nation T»i(-ip campaign for funds 
to rarr>- on its miî^sion of niprcy 
both here and ovcrfcs?. Two- 
t.hird? of the nation.-il olvrctixr 
i? needed for wanimr srrvioc. 
■while the re.M is needed to rarrj* 
on ii« repilsr progratn of con- 
slnirti\T Tvork. 

Thr Soc!ot> b.'if alread.v com- 
mitted itself to the extent of $400.- 
000, of which S250,000 is for a hospi- 
tsQ to be built in England, and the 
rest is for supplies needed in the 
dail,v rou;id of ;hc ncM cifht 
months. .\s fAr possible funds 
collected in Csnada will be used 
for Canadian soldiers. 

Under the joint chairmanship of 
Messrs. R. J. Jellett and J. Henri 
Labellc, the Campaign will wind 
up its act;\ ;-.;ff or. N.^vcmber 21st. 
A number of — :r— .brr.' of the staff 
and friends of the Vnivcrsuy are 
interested in the campaign and it is, 
expected that during the progress of 
the drive a nimsber of McGill stu- 
dents will be canvassed. 

Compared to t.'ic wcr!: done in 
the last war the foregoing f;r-ires 
seem trifling, an executive of the 
dhve s'.£:ec las; night. In the Great 
"War, Canada alone gave lirough 
the Bed Cross $35,000,000, some In 
cash and some in kind. The Societj* 
sen: 200 ambulances; i*. built and 
equipped hospitals, perhaps the 
most famous of which was the one 
a: Vincennei which \vas later 
ttnmec over to the French Govern- 
ment; it provided recreation centres 
and clothing for the troops. One of 
the most interesting sendees per- 
formed by the Society wa; ^i£i::u:- 
ing an IiiformEtio.-. Bureau. This 
both took care of imprisoned sol- 
diers and informed relatives of 
their whereabouts.
